COURT DECISIONS FOR AND AGAINST BOARDS OF EDU 
CATION, 


The exercises for many years, under the act for 
the incorporation of a school district, of all the 
privileges of such a corporation constitutes the 
district a de facto corporation, and its legal exist 
ence cannot be questioned, in a collateral proceed 
ing, on the ground that the act of incorporation 
was unconstitutional._Board Supervisors Presque 
Isle County vs. Thompson. 

Responsibility of Sehool Districts. 

Part of the territory of a township constituting 
a school district was severed therefrom, and organ 
ized into new townships, by act of the legislature; 
but by a subsequent act it was restored to the 
school district, and provision was made for detach 
ing therefrom any of the new townships on appor 
tionment of the indebtedness of the original schoo} 
district. Held, that unless apportionment was 
made as so provided, the new townships were 
liable to creditors of the original district for debts 
contracted while their territory was part of it, 
though de facto school districts in such townships 
continued the current administration of school 
affairs.._Board Supervisors Presque Isle County vs. 


Thompson. 
Township Clerks. 


A law providing for election of a “township clerk, 
who shall be ex-officio school inspector,” does not 
render invalid an act incorporating a school dis 
trict, which transfers part of the functions of such 
school inspector toa board to be selected by the 
people of the district.-Board Sup’rs Presque Isle 
County vs. Thompson. 

Making School Board Rules. 

A provision in a city charter authorizing the 
board of education to enact rules for the conduct 
of its proceedings does not empower it to change a 
rule in the charter that a majority of its members 
shall constitute a quorum and that a majority of 
those present at a meeting may transact business. 
Malloy vs. Board of Education of San Jose, (Cal.) 

Change of Officials. 

A provision in an act incorporating a school dis- 
trict for election of a “president, secretary and 
treasurer,” whose powers and duties should “sever- 
ally be the same as those of the moderator, assessor 
and directors,” under general laws, Held to impose 
on the secretary the power of such assessor to 
receive service of summons for the district.--Board 
Sup’rs Presque Isle County vs. Thompson. 

Teachers’ Contracts,

If this is not conclusive, 
read the following from section 3974: “No member 
of a board shall have any pecuniary interest, either 
direct or indirect, in any contract of the board, or 
be employed in any manner for compensation by 
the board of which he is a member, except as clerk 
or treasurer.”

CONTEST ON VERTICAL WRITING. 


The contest at Chicago is decided. The Silver, 
Burdett & Co.'s system won. The other contest 
ants were the American Book Co., Geo. Sherwood 
& Co., E. O. Vaile, and Silver, Burdett & Co. The 
minority report favored the Vaile system but the 
majority report which favored the Silver, Burdett 
system carried by 14 to 4. A local paper inter 
viewed some of the publishers on the subject. 

Chas. J. Barnes, of the American Book Co., said: 

“The vertical system of hand writing has been 
under discussion for some years. The subject first 
began to be agitated in 1889 and is English in its 
origin. It is among the matters treated of in 
teachers’ conventions and in the ‘report of a com 
mittee of ten on secondary school studies’ which 
was recently printed. The idea was received with 
favor by school principals and teachers generally 
and there grew up a demand for a new copy-book. 
The system, however, is, in my opinion, a great im 
provement. It is natural, plain and easy.” 

Mr. Silver, of Silver, Burdett & Co., whose book 
was adopted, gave a history of the growth leading 
to the change. He said: 

“My attention was called to the vertical system 
some time ago when in England, where it is used 
entirely. All civil-service examinations in England 
and Canada have to be in the vertical hand. The 
interest here was increased by the Canadian educa 
tional exhibits at the Fair. The superintendents of 
schools began to investigate, and soon there was a 
demand by them for. copy-books setting forth the 
vertical system. Experiments were conducted 
meanwhile in the schools by blackboard copies. By 


unanimous vote of the superintendents the system 
was recommended and the book of Mr. Vail, of Hyde 
Park, a former superintendent, was urged. The 
board committee, however, decided on one got up 
by D. H. Farley of the New Jersey state normal 
school, and W. B. Gunnison of school No. 19, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. The book is very similar to the 
English standard, which is Jackson's new style of 
vertical writing. They are experimenting in both 
Boston and Brooklyn with the system.”

Pittsburg, Pa., purchased for the opening of 
schools 5,500 Fundenberg readers, 7,500 Harper's 
first reader, 7.500 second readers, 7,000 third, 5,500 
fourth and 4,500 fifth readers, 6,000 spellers.

Detroit, Mich. At the opening of the schools 
25,000 various free text books were given out, also 
1,500 copy books. 

For the first time since the enactment of the 
new school book law the pupils of the Indiana 
public schools will be able to buy the most of the 
books necessary from the dealers in books through 
out the State, instead of having to hunt up the 
township trustee every time they want to make a 
purchase. The Indiana Schoolbook Company, 
which publishes nineteen of the books, has con 
sented to allow its books to be sold by the dealers, 
The books will be furnished to the dealers at 10 per 
cent. less than the selling price. Ginn & Co. are 
the contractors for grammar and history, and these 
two books will have to be purchased through the 
trustees, as before, the contractors having refused 
to place them with the dealers. The contractors 
say that they cannot afford to pay the 5 per cent 
which they would be required to pay to the dealers.

FREE TEXT BOOK ITEMS. 


The movement started at Chicago by Ald. 
Madden has fallen flat. The schools were opened 
and books purchased by pupils as usual. 

Hackettstown, N. J. In some townships in this 
county the boards of education have intentionally 
placed the appropriation for free text books so high 
that the voters will not sanction it. 

Relative to the operation of the free school book 
system, Supt. Compton, of Detroit, says the demand 
for books has not been as great as was anticipated. 
“Many hesitate to accept free school books,” said 
Mr. Compton. “Some do not understand that the 
books are to be furnished the same as free fuel and 
free school desks. They look upon the matter as 
This difficulty has been experi 
enced in Boston and other cities of the East, where 
school books are furnished free, but people get over 
this in a year or so. 


accepting alms. 


There are some, however, who 
prefer to purchase their own books rather than 
abide by the rules laid down for their use. The 
rules are necessarily strict in order to protect the 
books properly, but they are free to all. Of course, 
pupils can buy their own books if they prefer.” 

Figures kept by each teacher in the public 
schools of Kansas City, Mo., for three years and com 
piled by Superintendent Greenwood, including the 
cost of every text book, copying book, and slate used 
by pupils, show that the average expense incurred 
for each child in all grades is but 93 cents. The 
expense was the heaviest the first year the figures 
were kept, reaching an average of $1.08. In St. 
Louis, where the text books and supplies are 
furnished by the board of education, the average 
cost per child is but 86 cents, but no figures are 
kept of books bought from the stores. It is esti 
mated that the schools of Kansas City will this 
year receive between 18,500 and 20,000 pupils and 
the cost for books and supplies will not reach over 
$17,000 not a fifth of the candy bill of the city. 
The average life of tirst and second “readers,” 
according to Superintendent Greenwood’s figures, 
is but one year; of the third reader, two years and 
the tifth reader and accompanying books which, in 
families are used by the younger children after 
having been discarded by the older ones generally 
live six years. 

Knowlton and Blairstown townships, N. J., have 
voted against free text books. 

Denver, Colo. Text-books will be furnished by 
the district and loaned to pupils in both the grades 
and the high school. The following regulations 
have been adopted by the board for the 
use of the books:

“This book must be kept neat 
and clean, free from marks and handled with care. 
The leaves must not be turned down or cut. If 
defaced, injured or lost, the pupil using it must 
replace it with a new one, regardless of how the 
injury or loss may occur. Pupils leaving the city 
or moving from one school to another must not 
carry with them any book or supplies belonging 
to the district. Pupils will be permitted to take 
the books home for study so long as proper care is 
exercised in their use. The board requests that all 
pupils, so far as they can, use the books they have 
on hand.” 

Syracuse is in a dillemma. The board needs $12, 
000 to carry out the new free text book law. The 
city council only granted 86,000. 

Perham, Minn., voted against free text books. 

Granite Falls, Minn., adopted the free text book 
system. 

Supt. Jordan reports that a year's trial of the 
free text book system proves it a success. 

The Cleveland school council has figured out 
that the cost of books under the free text book 
system at $8,740, exclusive of maps, charts and 
other apparatus. The entire cost will be $11,000.

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THE SCHOOLMASTER IN POLITICS. 


Several animated discussions at different 
school board meetings have recently been 
reported to us at which the propriety of the 
teacher’s activity in political life was the 
Here and there the 
male teacher has entered the political arena 


bone of contention. 


for an elective office or displayed a_ lively 
activity in behalf of a favorite candidate, 
or certain party interests. 

School Boards as a rule have not, hereto- 
fore, viewed such activity on the part of the 
schoolmaster with much favor, and, if the 
result of recent discussions may be taken as 
the consensus, the school boards are decid- 
edly against it. The question as a whole 
however, deserves attention. Tradition may 
have placed the schoolmaster in the cate- 
gory of the silent citizen who simply votes 
A free and frank discussion of the subjec, 
at any time, however, can do no harm. I, 
will serve to bring out a better understand_ 
ing of the attitude a school board should 
and must take towards the teacher on this 
question. 

The schoolmaster has certain rights which 
he may or may not exercise. Some board 
members hold that outside of school hours, 
the schoolmaster’s time is hisown. He may 
teach private classes or follow commercial 
make political 


pursuits, saw wood, or 


speeches. In fact, he may do exactly what 
any other citizen would do, so long as he 
fulfills his school room duties. 

This idea, however, is vigorously com- 
bated. It is held that the teacher holds a 
relation to society which precludes active 
partisanship, that his position is a public 
one which renders political activity “perni- 
cious;” that the influences which he must 
necessarily hold over the pupil are apt to 
shape the latter’s opinions on political and 
economic questions; that, by becoming an 
active politician, he becomes a teacher of 
politics and a feeder for certain politicial 
parties. 

These objections appear reasonable. To 
enter the political arena in any active form 
means to cast the schoolmaster’s influence, 


— ——“-v 


as a schoolmaster, into the partisan balance, 
to the detriment of a noble profession. The 
effect is obvious. The teacher’s position 
would in time become a political one and 
efficiency and scholarship would have to 
give way to party activity and “political 
pull.” 

This does not mean, however, that a 
school teacher cannot with good grace aspire 
to the position of County Superintendent or 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
These positions are semi-political only, and 
although dependent upon the popular vote, 
are strictly in line of professional promotion. 


SCHOOL BOARDS AND NIGHT SCHOOLS. 


The time has arrived when boards of 
education are making the usual annual 
In the 


larger cities evening 


provisions for the evening schools. 
medium sized and 
schools have been a fixed fact, and usually 
two or more months are given to students 
who cannot avail themselves of day study. 

While evening schools, as such, connect- 
ed with a publie school system, have done 
a vast amount of good, and while it may be 
said that they have outgrown the experi- 
mental stage, it cannot be claimed that they 
have proven wholly satisfactory to the aver- 
age board. 

The opening of night schools is usually 
promising, but the attendance dwindles 
down as the season progresses until some of 
the schools must be closed before the allot- 
ted time has expired, and when the per 
capita cost of maintaining these schools is 
ascertained it is usually found to be high. 
In other words, the night school has proven 
to be an expensive one as compared with the 
day school. 

The average American youth, who ought 
to attend night school, takes more interest 
in the pedigree of some base ball pitcher 
than in a good book, he knows more about 
cheap social etiquette than about standard 
works of art and literature. The foreigner 
who attends the night school receives the

this direction. They have reasoned that 
while only a few young men have been 
equipped with the ordinary, yet necessary, 
rudiments, that it has been money well 
spent. 

Night schools have attained their object 
best when school boards have taken an 
aggressive stand; where their opening of 
such schools has been attended by liberal 
announcements through the superintendent 
and the press, where active, business-like, 
male teachers have been employed, and 
where the schools have been fostered by a 


lively interest on the part of board members. 
THE TELEPHONE NUISANCE, 


During the past few years a large number 
of school houses in the cities have been 
equipped with telephones. It was thought 
that the introduction of this modern inven- 


tion would do much to facilitate the inter 


course between principals and the superin- 
tendent and the parents. 
Experience has proven otherwise. It was 
found that the anxious mother insisted upon 
“little 


*“Johnnie’s lunch” 


telephoning the principal about 
Mary’s umbrella” and 
and “Jennie’s excuse” because “she had to 
take a piano lesson,” etc. ete., causing an- 
noyance to the principal and teachers and, 
in many ways, a disturbance to the good 
order of a school. 

The fact that a large number of telephones 
are being ordered out from month to month 
by the boards is evidence that the telephone 
is not a practical article in a school house. 
The wave of economy which has been 
spreading over the country has determined 
the action of some of the boards but the 
question of utility and expediency has re- 
mained uppermost in removing telephones. 

[It is therefore not the use but the abuse 
of a telephone which makes its use in a 


school house undesirable.

lhe Racine, Wis., board of education refuses to 
recognize vaccination certificates given by mid 
wives and they are making a fuss about it.

THE STATE OF OREGON WILL CONSIDER THE 


ADOPTION OF NEW BOOKS. 

By order of the Oregon state board of education, 
and in compliance with the school laws, State 
School Superintendent McElroy is sending to all 
the leading school book publishers in the United 
States notice of the adoption of text-books for use 
in public schools for six years from October 1, 1895. 

The proposals submitted for adoption of text 
books, shall state the exchange and introductory 
prices and also the wholesale prices which pub 
lishers shall be required to maintain in the state, 
and the retail prices which they shall maintain in 
those places designated by the state board of edu 
cation; the publishers agreeing to comply with 
such rules and regulations as may be established 
by the state board of education. 

Publishers submitting proposals will forward 
sample copies of text books to the state board of 
education, to the members of the state board of 
examiners, and to the several county school super 
intendents. All text-books so forwarded will be 
returned at the expense of the publishers if they so 
order. , 

Copies of bids and propositions made to the 
members of the state board of examiners and to 
the several county school superintendents must be 
submitted not later than 12 o'clock (noon), Novem 
ber 1, 1894. 

Publishers (whose books are adopted) will be 
required to place a printed card in each school 
house, giving the wholesale and retail prices of all 
books published by them and selected for use in 
the public schools, and will be required to establish, 
at a convenient point in the state, a depot of 
supply and depository for general distribution of 
text-books. 

Under this rule the state board requires publish 
ers to establish sub-depositories at not less than 
150 points in the state. 

The state board of education reserves the right to 
designate such additional places as may here 
after be deemed necessary, andin the interests of the 
state. Due notice be given 
and sixty days time allowed 
from day of notification to 
enable publishers contract 
ing tomake necessary arran 
gement in the places desig 
nated by the state board of 
education. 

Under the law the state 
board of education is re 
quired to tix the maximum 
exchange, introductory, 
wholesale-and retail prices 
established by the state 
board and which shall not 
be exceeded by publishers 
in submitting their pro 
posals, The prices thus 
tixed are for the most part 


applicable to the subjects 
and books taught in the 


common schools only and do 
not apply to high schools 
and advanced schools in 
general. The prices now 
named are from 10 to 30 per 
cent. less than the present 
contract prices, which ex 
pire October 1, 1895. These

to all leading publishers under seal, and for which 
they must submit sealed proposals to the state 
board of education not later than November lst of 
the current year. 

The canvass of the vote of the state board of ex 
aminers and the county school superintendents will 
be made on January 1, 189%. 

The text books selected must be introduced into 
the public schools on or before the first day of 
October, 1895. Publishers will be required to give 
six months for exchange and introduction of books, 
namely: from the first day of October, 1895, until 
the first day of April, 1896. 

Publishers whose books may be adopted will be 
required to enter into a good and sufficient bond 
for the faithful fulfillment of their contract. The 
bond to be approved by the state board of educa 
tion in a sum to be fixed by the board in an amount 
not less than twenty-tive per cent. of the estimated 
value of the books to be supplied to the public 
schools of the state. 

In execution of the law for the adoption of text 
books for use in public schools, voting circulars 
will be issued to the several county school super- 
intendents and the members of the state board of 
examiners during the month of November, 1894, 
and answers to the same must be made and returned 
to the office of the superintendent of public in 
struction on or before the first day of January, 1895 

This widespread and general notice given to so.

PRIMARY LANGUAGE LESSONS. Sheldon and Company 
Price 30 cents. 


The proper teaching of language in the schools 
seems to be as difficult as it is important. Gradu 
ates of our colleges and universities frequently use 
very poor English. Is the fault in the early instruc 
tion? Most frequently it is in the home, where habits 
are formed that the schools can hardly correct. 
Books are numerousenough. Theold grammar, with 
its parsing and analysis, where properly used, did 
good work, developing the reasoning and discrimin 
ating faculties, but lacking in practice work, unless 
the teacher took pains to require it. Then many 
books of language lessons appeared in answer to a 
need for practical exercises. We have here the first 
book of a new series, the work of a number of 
teachers who have put into shape what has been 
suggested by their experience as the best thing in 
the way of language instruction. There are pic 
ture stories, dictation exercises, sentence making, 
omitted words to be supplied, reproductions, and 
memory exercises. The silly work found in many 
primary language books is avoided, and the essential 
principles of grammar are gradually given. The 
book is intelligently made up for the purpose of 
teaching correct English. It is intended for two or 
three years’ work. The second book, which is in 
course of preparation, is promised to furnish ma 
terial for three or four years’ work, the two books 
making a complete course. The beginning of the 
series is exceptionally good in arrangement and 
material.

SYNTHETIC METHOD OF READING AND SPELLING. 

Rebecca S. Pollard. Chicago: Western Publishing Co. 

It is interesting to note the changes in methods 
of teaching. Once the letters of the entire alphabet 
had to be first learned. Then the children, by slow 
processes were taught to combine the letters into 
syllables that meant nothing, and then the syllables 
were combined into words that often had no mean 
ing to the children. Finally they could combine 
the words into short sentences in which they 
could see some sense. In time they learned to read 
and become good readers and eminent scholars. 
Teachers knew no other way than to have the 
children pick up the letters one by one. Then 
there was a reform. The word must be first learned 
and the letters composing the word would come 
afterwards. The word represented an idea. The 
process was aided by calling attention to the thing, 
then to a picture of the thing before the word 
which was the name of the object could be 
supposed to be understood. This was considered 
the only logical and correct way to teach reading. 
Some would have the children begin by getting 
the idea of an entire sentence, and then learn to 
recognize the words and the letters that make up 
the sentence. 

Here we have a method, not entirely new, for 
some of its features we find in the Orbis Pictus of 
Comenius, but greatly elaborated, where the letters 
and sounds of the letters are arranged in families 
and classes. Great pains have been taken to find 
the elementary sounds in nature. Every animal 
that could be made to do so, has contributed its 
sound to the human language the young lamb, 
the scared kitten, the frog, the bee, the goose, the 
crowing rooster, and even inanimate moving objects. 
Many illustrations are given in the

elaborate 
manual, the speller and the readers, as aids to the 
learners. The principles and elementary sounds 
are all communicated in the story of Johnny Jones, 
Wherein something interesting is related about 
each one of them, and it is a longstory. When the 
children are all familiar with this story, they are 
ready to begin to learn to read, and the sounds that 
they have learned are referred to their respective 
classes and families. It is called the synthetic 


method, but there seems to be a good deal of the 
analytic about it. It seems like a good deal of 
work and a long time in prepration before begin 
ning to read. But some who have used the method 
regard it very favorably, and excellent work in 
reading has been reported from schools where it 
has been thoroughly tried. W. H. B.

Prof. Syle has made a book that will be very 
useful, inasmuch as it furnishes at small cost 
admirable selections from the English poets, some 
of whose works ought to be studied in every 
secondary school. The defect of most books of 
this kind is that the selections reflect the taste and 
liking of the compiler rather than the intrinsic 
excellence of the literature itself. “Hales’ Longer 
English Poems” is an exception, but the choice of 
type in that is unfortunate, and the book is edited 
too learnedly. Prof. Syle’s notes are judicious. 
They are full of common sense, and really explain 
things in terms that may be comprehended by 
students of ordinary intelligence. The suggestions 
for proper study, here and there inserted, are help 


ful. It isa pity that they should be necessary, but 
such is the fact, for nine out of ten teachers of 
English Literature have no higher conception of 
their calling than would make Milton a parsing 
exercise and Shakespeare a grammatical scarecrow. 
So sound a guide as this little book furnishes in its 
notes, should be welcome everywhere.

Any book written by Mr. John Fiske is worth 
careful consideration. This one has been eagerly 
expected, for teachers of the History of the Unitec 
States have long had “Hobson’s Choice” in the 
matter of text books on the subject. 

At first glance one is disappointed in the new 
book, for it seems as if the bias of the author, 
gathered perhaps from his recent works on Early 
America, has led him to give undue prominence to 
colonial history, and to touch very lightly on what 
is really the history of the United States. Two 
hundred and tifty pages, or more than one-half 
the book, are consumed to get to the union: the 
century since 1789 is painted in four bold strokes; 
but the result is a wonderfully clear picture. 

Prof. Thomas’ book, like the late Prof. Johnston's 
excellent work, devotes moderate space to early 
history and quickly elbows it aside to enter upon 
the history of the Union. Together, the two books 
fairly typify the views that may be held as to 
the relative importance of the early and the late 
period of our history. 

The work of Prof. Thomas is well proportioned 
as far as space is concerned, but it fails to impress 
the mind with any decided view of our history, and 
the arrangement is such that it is impossible for 
the immature mind to separate for itself the wheat 
from the chaff. It is difficult to see what useful 
purpose is subserved by the illustrations, most of 
which are commonplace in subject, and some of 
which are extremely bad in execution. Both books 
are faulty in this respect, though in justice it must 
be said that the illustrations of Mr. Fiske’s book 
are sometimes of service to the reader. However, 
the lack of any philosophical arrangement is the 
glaring defect of Prof. Thomas’ book, and it is 
fatal. There seems to be no residuum of cause and 
effect after the whole ground has been traversed, 
Che lesson is lost for want of perspective, and just 
here is the strong point of Mr. Fiske’s work. 

However much one may deplore the space given 
by Mr. Fiske to early history it remains to be said 
that from his point of view, the bearing of events 
upon one another is made apparent, and the group 
ing of facts is such that the landmarks of our his 
tory are made clear. The book does for history what 
clay modeling has done for geography. One cannot 
tind the flora and the fauna of the regions in such 
maps, but the great features of the landscape are 
never to be forgotten. 

It is something to be thankful for to have 
another text book in the diction of Professor Fiske. 
There are few writers whose style is purer and more 
attractive, and it is something worth while that a 
child should read such a book. 

As in the author’s “Civil Government,” Mr. 
Hill's “Suggestive Questions” here form a promi 
nent feature, and a very valuable one. In general 
such “aids” are nuisances, but they are in this 
instance of real value and greatly enhance the 
usefulness of the book. C. E. MchL,

THE THOMAS HISTORY WINS. 


In our July issue occured notice of discussion of 
United States Histories by the School Committee 
of Somerville, Massachusetts, the committee re- 
porting in favor of the Sheldon’s Studies in Ameri 
can History, Montgomery’s Leading Facts of 
American History, and Thomas’s History of the 
United States, to be placed on the list for use in 
the eighth and ninth grades, and of the minority 
report by one man against the three books named. 

The Thomas’s History was a new book and was 
put before the Somerville Committee for consider- 
ation before its regular publication or announce 
ment by D. C. Heath & Company, its publishers, 
and at.the urgent request of the chairman of the 
Text Book Committee, and with a personal letter 
from the publishers explaining that the book was 
undergoing some slight improvements as to cuts 
and was not really issued. The attack of the min 
ority member of the committee on this book was 
therefore particularly ungenerous and in violation 
of all ordinary courtesy. The publication, in 
several daily papers, of this minority report, 
especially the portion of it relating to the Thomas 
book, was a still further aggravation of this dis 
courtesy. What the Somerville Board thought of 
the book itself and the action of the member who 
presented the minority report, was emphatically 
indicated by its action at its next meeting, at which 
the Thomas history was adopted by a vote of eleven 
to one, action upon the other histories mentioned 
in the report being indefinitely postponed.

School Board Journal 


THE NEW SCHOOL, SOUTH EVAN- 
STON, ILL. 


The new school now being completed at the 
corner of Benson avenue and Main street, South 
Evanston, Ill., illustrated below has attracted a 
good deal of attention, as it is undoubtedly one 
of the finest of the new schools in Illinois. The 
design is by Thomas & Rapp, architects, of Chi 
cago, and was chosen in a competition among 
several of the leading architects in the country. 
The building has a frontage on Main street of 120 
feet with a depth of 86 feet on Benson Avenue. 
The face work of the fronts is a fine buff, pressed 
brick from St. Louis, trimmed with Bedford stone, 
The basement is of a rock faced limestone. The 
two main porticos at the entrances have coupled 
lonic columns on pedestals, triple arches with 
cornices and ballustrade all in cut stone. There 
are six schools rooms on each floor finished in oak 
throughout with real slate blackboards, drinking 
fountains, teacher's closet and bookcase. The 
mainhall is 26 feet wide finished in oak, the ceiling 
being in mill construction with oak moulded beams 
on corbels. The toilet rooms are in the basement 
and are fitted up with the tinest make of plumbing 
fixtures and thoroughly ventilated and floored with 
tile. The building is heated with steam and 
indirect radiation with specially planned system of 
ventilation. The whole is plastered with Rock 
plaster giving a fine hard finish. No expense 
has been spared to make this the model school of 
the state and school boards contemplating the 
erection of new schools cannot do better than to 
pay a visit to South Evanston and examine this 
building in all its details. The cost will approxi 
mate $50,000.
